WHEREAS,  Pursuant  to  San  Francisco  Charter  Sections  3.500  and  3.630,  et  seq., 
among  other  duties,  the  Asian  Art  Commission  is  responsible  for  controlling  San 
Francisco's  collections  of  Asian  art  and  for  developing  and  administering  the  Asian  Art 
Museum  of  San  Francisco,  and  any  land  or  buildings  set  aside  for  its  use;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Asian  Art  Museum  Foundation's  Articles  of  Incorporation  provide  that 
the  specific  and  primary  purpose  for  which  the  Foundation  exists  is  "to  assume 
responsibility  pursuant  to  such  agreement,  oral  or  written,  as  may  be  entered  into 
between  the  Board  of  Trustees  and  other  entities,  for  the  support,  fostering,  and 
development  of  the  Asian  Art  Museum  of  San  Francisco";  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Asian  Art  Museum  currently  receives  roughly  one-third  of  its 
operating  funds  from  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  with  the  remainder  being 
raised  and  managed  by  the  Asian  Art  Museum  Foundation;  and 

WHEREAS,  In  theory,  regardless  of  the  source  of  funds  for  their  salaries,  staff  of  the 
Asian  Art  Museum  report  to  the  Director  of  the  Asian  Art  Museum,  who  reports  to  and 
serves  at  the  pleasure  of  the  Commission;  and 

WHEREAS,  Of  necessity,  when  the  Director  and  staff  are  involved  with  fundraising  and 
Foundation  fund  management  activities,  they  report  initially  to  the  Asian  Art  Museum 
Foundation;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Commission  established  an  ad  hoc  Governance  Committee  in  1994 
to  examine,  among  other  things,  the  relationship  between  the  Commission  and  the 
Foundation  and  identify  any  issues  arising  out  of  that  relationship  which  needed  to  be 
to  be  addressed  to  assure  that  those  responsible  for  day-to-day  management  of  the 
Asian  Art  Museum  can  function  effectively  and  free  of  conflicting  loyalties  and  duties; 


WHEREAS,  The  Governance  Committee  found  that  the  responsibility  and  authority  of 
the  Commission  and  of  the  Foundation  are  not  clearly  understood  by  individual 
Commissioners  or  Trustees,  and  recomended  that  there  should  be  agreement  on 
exclusive  areas  of  authority  for  the  two  bodies  and  that  this  agreement  should  be 
communicated  to  everyone  who  might  be  interested  or  affected;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Governance  Committee  found  that  management  frequently  receives 
conflicting  directions  because  the  Commission  and  Foundation  are  neither  united  nor 
single  minded  with  respect  to  the  Asian's  direction,  and  recommended  that  the 
structure  of  the  Commission  and  Foundation  be  changed  so  that  the  same  individual 
would  serve  as  the  Chair  of  both  entities;  and 

WHEREAS,  Taking  into  account  the  burden  that  serving  as  Chair  of  both  the 
Commission  and  Foundation  would  place  on  a  single  individual,  the  Governance 
Committee  also  recommended  that  the  Commission  and  Foundation  should  each  have 
a  First  Vice  Chair  who  would  report  to  the  Chair  but  have  specific  authority  and 
responsibilities;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  current  Chairs  of  the  Asian  Art  Commission  and  of  the  Asian  Art 
Museum  Foundation  have  considered  the  recommendations  of  the  Governance 
Committee  and  concur  in  the  result  but  recommend  that,  in  keeping  with  the  level  of 
authority  and  responsibility  involved,  the  titles  given  the  officers  who  report  to  the 
individual  who  serves  as  the  Chair  of  the  Commission  and  of  the  Foundation  should 
be  "President,"  now,  therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  the  by-laws  of  the  Commission  are  hereby  amended  to  facilitate  the 
same  person  serving  as  the  Chair  of  both  the  Commission  and  the  Foundation  and 
that  a  President  of  the  Commission  with  the  duties  set  out  in  the  proposed 
amendment  dated  April  30,  1995,  a  copy  of  which  is  on  file  with  the  Secretary  to  the 
Commission,  be  elected  and  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  Secretary  to  the  Commission  is  directed  to  update 
the  Commission  by-laws  by  substituting  "Chair"  for  "Chairman",  as  appropriate.

ARTICLE  V 
Officers 

Section  1.     The  officers  of  the  Commission  shall  be  a  Chair, 
a  President,  two  Vice    Presidents,  a  Treasurer,  a  Secretary,  and 
such  additional  officers  as  the  Commission  may  from  time  to  time 
consider  desirable.     Any  member  of  the  Commission  may  be 
nominated  for  re-election  as  an  officer.     Officers  shall  serve  so 
long  as  they  remain  members  of  the  Commission  for  a  term  of  two 
years  from  and  after  their  election  or  until  their  successors  are 
elected  except  in  the  case  of  their  earlier  death,  resignation  or 
removal.     The  Chairman  and  the  President  shall  not  be  elected  for 
a  third  consecutive  term  unless  in  exceptional  circumstances. 

Section  2.     As  hereinafter  provided,  the  Commission  shall 
elect  from  among  its  members  a  Chair  and  a  President,  two  Vice- 
Presidents,   a  Treasurer,  a  Secretary,   and  such  additional 
officers  as  the  Commission  may  from  time  to  time  authorize. 

Section  3.     Election  of  officers  shall  be  held  once  every 
two  years  at  such  time  and  place  as  the  Commission  may  determine. 
Officers  shall  be  elected  by  ballot  of  the  members  present  and 
constituting  a  quorm  at  a  meeting  duly  specified  as  an  election 
meeting.     Nominated  members  receiving  the  greatest  number  of 
votes  for  their  nominated  office  shall  be  designated  officers  of 
the  Commission  until  the  next  succeeding  election.     In  the  event 
that  two  or  more  nominees  for  any  single  office  shall  receive  an 
equal  number  of  votes,  the  existing  Executive  Committee,  as 
hereinafter  described,  shall  designate  which  nominee  so  receiving 
an  equal  number  of  votes  shall  be  the  officer  for  the  succeeding 
term.     Between  the  elections,  the  Executive  Committee  shall  fill 
any  vacancies  created  by  reason  of  death,  resignation  or  removal 
of  any  officer,  or  by  reason  of  an  interim  increase  in  the 
authorized  number  of  officers.     Any  officer  may  resign  or  be 
removed  from  office  in  the  same  manner  as  hereinbefore  provided 
with  respect  to  resignation  and  removal  of  members. 

Section  4.  Officers. 

a.)       Chair.     The  Chair  shall  be  the  chief  executive 
officer  of  the  Commission  and,   subject  to  the  control  of  the 
Commission,  shall  have  general  supervision,  direction  and 
control  over  the  Commission' s  activities  and  of  its 
officers.     The  Chair  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the 
Commission  and  of  the  Executive  Committee,   and  shall  have 
such  other  powers  and  duties  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the 
Executive  Committee  or  these  bylaws. 


b.  )     President.       The  President  shall  be  the  chief 
operating  officer  of  the  Commission  and  shall  in  the  absence 
or  disability  of  the  Chair  perform  all  of  the  duties  of  the 
Chair,   and  when  so  acting  shall  have  all  of  the  powers  of, 
and  be  subject  to  all  of  the  restrictions  upon  the  Chair. 

As  chief  operating  officer,  the  President  shall  have  such 
general  powers  and  duties  of  management  as  shall  reasonably 
be  necessary  to  carry  out  the  duties  of  chief  operating 
officer.     The  President  shall  have  such  other  powers  and 
duties  as  are  prescribed  by  the  Chair,  Executive  Committee, 
Commission  or  these  Bylaws. 

c.  )  Vice  Presidents.     In  the  absence  of  disability  of 
the  Chair  or  of  the  President,  their  duties  and 
responsibilities  shall  be  carried  out  by  the  highest  ranking 
available  Vice  President  if  Vice  Presidents  are  ranked,  or, 
if  not,  by  a  Vice  President  designated  by  the  Executive 
Committee.     When  so  acting,   a  Vice  President  shall  have  all 
the  powers  of  and  be  subject  to  all  the  restrictions  on  the 
Chair  or  President,  as  the  case  may  be.     Vice  Presidents 
shall  have  such  other  powers  and  perform  such  other  duties 
as  may  be  prescribed  from  time  to  time  by  the  Chair, 
President,   Commission,   Executive  Committee,   or  these  Bylaws. 

d.  )   Secretary.     The  Secretary  shall  keep  the  minutes  of 
all  meetings  of  the  Commission  and  Executive  Committee  and 
shall,   in  general,  perform  all  duties  incidental  to  the 
office  of  Secretary  and  perform  such  other  duties  as  may  be 
prescribed  by  the  Commission,  the  Executive  Committee,  Chair 
or  President. 

e.  )   Treasurer.  The  Treasurer  shall  serve  as  Chair  of 
the  Finance  Committee,  make  appropriate  reports  to  the 
Commission  or  Executive  Committee  when  called  upon  and 
perform  such  duties  as  may  be  prescribed    by  the  Commission, 
Executive  Committee,   Chair  or  President. 

f.  )   Other  Officers.     Each  additional  oficer,   if  any, 
shall  perform  such  duties  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the 
Commission,  Executive  Committee,   Chair  or  President.

ARTICLE  VII 
Executive  Committee  and  Subcommittees 

Section  1.     Executive  Committee. 

a.)   The  Executive  Committee  shall  be  composed  of  the 
Chair,   the  President,   the  Vice  Presidents,   the  chairs  of 
each  of  the  Commission'  s  standing  committees  and,   at  the 
Chair'  s  discretion,  two  Commissioners  selected  by  the  Chair 
in  consultation  with  the  President.     The  Executive  Committee 
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shall  have  oversight  responsibility  for  the  Chair  and  the 
President  and  shall  have  authority  to  act  on  behalf  of  the 
Commission,  provided,  however,  that  all  authority  granted  to 
the  Executive  Committee  may  be  revoked  by  the  whole 
Commission  at  any  time;  but  all  actions  taken  by  the 
Executive  Committee  or  under  authority  granted  by  it  while 
its  authority  shall  remain  unrevoked  by  the  whole  Commission 
shall  be  and  remain  effectual  and  valid  for  all  purposes. 
Action  may  be  taken  by  the  Executive  Committee  with  the 
approval  of  a  majority  of  its  existing  members. 

b.)  The  place  of  Executive  Committee  meetings  and  the 
notice  for  regular  and  special  meetings  of  the  Executive 
Committee  shall  be  the  same  as  for  the  Commission  as  a 
whole,   except  that  special  meetings  may  be  called  by  the 
Chair,  the  President  or  a  majority  of  the  members  of  the 
Executive  Committee. 

Section  2.     Nominating  Committee. 

a.  )   The  Commission  members  shall  appoint  a  Nominating 
Committee  which  shall  consist  of  no  less  than  three  and  no 
more  than  seven  Commissioners.     Members  of  the  Nominating 
Committee  shall  serve  one  year  terms  and  shall  select  their 
own  chairman. 

b.  )     The  Nominating  Committee  shall  present  to  the 
Commission  at  least  one  week  prior  to  any  Commission  meeting 
at  which  members  for  the  Commission  are  to  be  selected  for 
recommendation  to  the  Mayor  a  list  of  proposed  nominees. 

c.  )     The  Nominating  Committee  shall  present  to  the 
Commission  at  least  one  week  prior  to  any  Commission  meeting 
at  which  officers  are  to  be  elected  a  list  of  proposed 
nominees . 

d.  )  The  Commission  Nominating  Committee  shall  consult 
with  the  Asian  Art  Museum  Foundation'  s  Nominating  Committee 
before  nominating  any  individual  to  serve  as  Chair  of  the 
Commission  for  the  express  purpose  of  attempting  to  arrive 
at  agreement  on  a  single  individual  who  may  be  nominated  to 
serve  as  the  Chair  of  both  the  Commission  and  the 
Foundation. 

Section  3.     Joint  Oversight  Committee. 

a.)   The  Commission  shall  appoint  one  or  more 
Commissioners,   and  not  more  than  two  former  Commissioners, 
to  serve  on  a  Joint  Oversight  Committee  with  an  equal  number 
of  Trustees  of  the  Asian  Art  Museum  Foundation.     The  members 
of  the  Joint  Committee  shall  elect  one  of  their  number  to 
serve  as  Chair. 
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b.)   The  function  of  the  Joint  Oversight  Committee  shall 
be  to  monitor  the  continuing  operations  and  activities  of 
the  Commission  and  suggest  modifications  or  adjustments 
thereto  as  the  need  arises. 

Section  4.     Other  Standing  Committees.     Other  standing 
committees  of  the  Commission  include  an  Acquisitions  and  Loan 
Committee,   a  Budget  Committee,  an  Education  Committee,  and  an 
Ethics  Committee.

Amending  the  By-Laws  to  Adopt  Governance  Committee 
Recommendations  Regarding  Officers  of  Commission;  to  Describe  the 
Duties  of  A  Chair  and  President;  to  Update  the  Commission  Bylaws;  and 
Other  Related  Matters. 

WHEREAS,  Pursuant  to  San  Francisco  Charter  Sections  3.500  and  3.630,  et.  seq., 
among  other  duties,  the  Asian  Art  Commission  is  responsible  for  controlling  San 
Francisco's  collections  of  Asian  art  and  for  developing  and  administering  the  Asian  Art 
Museum  of  San  Francisco,  and  any  land  or  buildings  set  aside  for  its  use;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Asian  Art  Museum  Foundation's  Articles  of  Incorporation  provide  that 
the  specific  and  primary  purpose  for  which  the  Foundation  exists  is  "to  assume 
responsibility  pursuant  to  such  agreement,  oral  or  written,  as  may  be  entered  into 
between  the  Board  of  Trustees  and  other  entities,  for  the  support,  fostering,  and 
development  of  the  Asian  Art  Museum  of  San  Francisco";  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Asian  Art  Museum  currently  receives  roughly  one-third  of  its 
operating  funds  from  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  with  the  remainder  being 
raised  and  managed  by  the  Asian  Art  Museum  Foundation;  and 

WHEREAS,  In  theory,  regardless  of  the  source  of  funds  for  their  salaries,  staff  of  the 
Asian  Art  Museum  report  to  the  Director  of  the  Asian  Art  Museum,  who  reports  to  and 
serves  at  the  pleasure  of  the  Commission;  and 

WHEREAS,  Of  necessity,  when  the  Director  and  staff  are  involved  with  fundraising  and 
Foundation  fund  management  activities,  they  report  initially  to  the  Asian  Art  Museum 
Foundation;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Commission  established  an  ad  hoc  Governance  Committee  in  1994 
to  examine,  among  other  things,  the  relationship  between  the  Commission  and  the 
Foundation  and  identify  any  issues  arising  out  of  that  relationship  which  needed  to  be 
to  be  addressed  to  assure  that  those  responsible  for  day-to-day  management  of  the 
Asian  Art  Museum  can  function  effectively  and  free  of  conflicting  loyalties  and  duties; 


WHEREAS,  The  Governance  Committee  found  that  the  responsibility  and  authority  of 
the  Commission  and  of  the  Foundation  are  not  clearly  understood  by  individual 
Commissioners  or  Trustees,  and  recomended  that  there  should  be  agreement  on 
exclusive  areas  of  authority  for  the  two  bodies  and  that  this  agreement  should  be 
communicated  to  everyone  who  might  be  interested  or  affected;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Governance  Committee  found  that  management  frequently  receives 
conflicting  directions  because  the  Commission  and  Foundation  are  neither  united  nor 
single  minded  with  respect  to  the  Asian's  direction,  and  recommended  that  the 
structure  of  the  Commission  and  Foundation  be  changed  so  that  the  same  individual 
would  serve  as  the  Chair  of  both  entities;  and 

WHEREAS,  Taking  into  account  the  burden  that  serving  as  Chair  of  both  the 
Commission  and  Foundation  would  place  on  a  single  individual,  the  Governance 
Committee  also  recommended  that  the  Commission  and  Foundation  should  each  have 
a  First  vice  Chair  who  would  report  to  the  Chair  but  have  specific  authority  and 
responsibilities;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  current  Chairs  of  the  Asian  Art  Commission  and  of  the  Asian  Art 
Museum  Foundation  have  considered  the  recommendations  of  the  Governance 
Committee  and  concur  in  the  result  but  recommend  that,  in  keeping  with  the  level  of 
authority  and  responsibility  involved,  the  titles  given  the  officers  who  report  to  the 
individual  who  serves  as  the  Chair  of  the  Commission  and  of  the  Foundation  should 
be  "President,"  now,  therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  the  by-laws  of  the  Commission  are  hereby  amended  to  facilitate  the

ARTICLE  V 
Officers 

Section  1.     The  officers  of  the  Commission  shall  be  a  Chair, 
a  President,  two  Vice    Presidents,  a  Treasurer,  a  Secretary,  and 
such  additional  officers  as  the  Commission  may  from  time  to  time 
consider  desirable.     Any  member  of  the  Commission  may  be 
nominated  for  re-election  as  an  officer.     Officers  shall  serve  so 
long  as  they  remain  members  of  the  Commission  for  a  term  of  two 
years  from  and  after  their  election  or  until  their  successors  are 
elected  except  in  the  case  of  their  earlier  death,  resignation  or 
removal.     The  Chairman  and  the  President  shall  not  be  elected  for 
a  third  consecutive  term  unless  in  exceptional  circumstances. 

Section  2.     As  hereinafter  provided,  the  Commission  shall 
elect  from  among  its  members  a  Chair  and  a  President,  two  Vice- 
Presidents,   a  Treasurer,  a  Secretary,   and  such  additional 
officers  as  the  Commission  may  from  time  to  time  authorize. 

Section  3.     Election  of  officers  shall  be  held  once  every 
two  years  at  such  time  and  place  as  the  Commission  may  determine. 
Officers  shall  be  elected  by  ballot  of  the  members  present  and 
constituting  a  quorm  at  a  meeting  duly  specified  as  an  election 
meeting.     Nominated  members  receiving  the  greatest  number  of 
votes  for  their  nominated  office  shall  be  designated  officers  of 
the  Commission  until  the  next  succeeding  election.     In  the  event 
that  two  or  more  nominees  for  any  single  office  shall  receive  an 
equal  number  of  votes,  the  existing  Executive  Committee,  as 
hereinafter  described,  shall  designate  which  nominee  so  receiving 
an  equal  number  of  votes  shall  be  the  officer  for  the  succeeding 
term.     Between  the  elections,  the  Executive  Committee  shall  fill 
any  vacancies  created  by  reason  of  death,  resignation  or  removal 
of  any  officer,   or  by  reason  of  an  interim  increase  in  the 
authorized  number  of  officers.     Any  officer  may  resign  or  be 
removed  from  office  in  the  same  manner  as  hereinbefore  provided 
with  respect  to  resignation  and  removal  of  members. 

Section  4.  Officers. 

a.)       Chair.     The  Chair  shall  be  the  chief  executive 
officer  of  the  Commission  and,   subject  to  the  control  of  the 
Commission,  shall  have  general  supervision,  direction  and 
control  over  the  Commission' s  activities  and  of  its 
officers.     The  Chair  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the 
Commission  and  of  the  Executive  Committee,   and  shall  have 
such  other  powers  and  duties  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the 
Executive  Committee  or  these  bylaws. 


b.  )     President.      The  President  shall  be  the  chief 
operating  officer  of  the  Commission  and  shall  in  the  absence 
or  disability  of  the  Chair  perform  all  of  the  duties  of  the 
Chair,  and  when  so  acting  shall  have  all  of  the  powers  of, 
and  be  subject  to  all  of  the  restrictions  upon  the  Chair. 

As  chief  operating  officer,  the  President  shall  have  such 
general  powers  and  duties  of  management  as  shall  reasonably 
be  necessary  to  carry  out  the  duties  of  chief  operating 
officer.     The  President  shall  have  such  other  powers  and 
duties  as  are  prescribed  by  the  Chair,  Executive  Committee, 
Commission  or  these  Bylaws. 

c.  )  Vice  Presidents.     In  the  absence  of  disability  of 
the  Chair  or  of  the  President,  their  duties  and 
responsibilities  shall  be  carried  out  by  the  highest  ranking 
available  Vice  President  if  Vice  Presidents  are  ranked,  or, 
if  not,  by  a  Vice  President  designated  by  the  Executive 
Committee.     When  so  acting,  a  Vice  President  shall  have  all 
the  powers  of  and  be  subject  to  all  the  restrictions  on  the 
Chair  or  President,   as  the  case  may  be.     Vice  Presidents 
shall  have  such  other  powers  and  perform  such  other  duties 
as  may  be  prescribed  from  time  to  time  by  the  Chair, 
President,   Commission,  Executive  Committee,  or  these  Bylaws. 

d.  )   Secretary.     The  Secretary  shall  keep  the  minutes  of 
all  meetings  of  the  Commission  and  Executive  Committee  and 
shall,   in  general,  perform  all  duties  incidental  to  the 
office  of  Secretary  and  perform  such  other  duties  as  may  be 
prescribed  by  the  Commission,  the  Executive  Committee,  Chair 
or  President. 

e.  )   Treasurer.  The  Treasurer  shall  serve  as  Chair  of 
the  Finance  Committee,  make  appropriate  reports  to  the 
Commission  or  Executive  Committee  when  called  upon  and 
perform  such  duties  as  may  be  prescribed    by  the  Commission, 
Executive  Committee,  Chair  or  President. 

f.  )   Other  Officers.     Each  additional  oficer,   if  any, 
shall  perform  such  duties  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the 
Commission,  Executive  Committee,  Chair  or  President.

ARTICLE  VII 
Executive  Committee  and  Subcommittees 

Section  1.     Executive  Committee. 

a.)   The  Executive  Committee  shall  be  composed  of  the 
Chair,   the  President,  the  Vice  Presidents,   the  chairs  of 
each  of  the  Commission'  s  standing  committees  and,   at  the 
Chair'  s  discretion,   two  Commissioners  selected  by  the  Chair 
in  consultation  with  the  President.     The  Executive  Committee 
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shall  have  oversight  responsibility  for  the  Chair  and  the 
President  and  shall  have  authority  to  act  on  behalf  of  the 
Commission,  provided,  however,  that  all  authority  granted  to 
the  Executive  Committee  may  be  revoked  by  the  whole 
Commission  at  any  time;  but  all  actions  taken  by  the 
Executive  Committee  or  under  authority  granted  by  it  while 
its  authority  shall  remain  unrevoked  by  the  whole  Commission 
shall  be  and  remain  effectual  and  valid  for  all  purposes. 
Action  may  be  taken  by  the  Executive  Committee  with  the 
approval  of  a  majority  of  its  existing  members. 

b.)  The  place  of  Executive  Committee  meetings  and  the 
notice  for  regular  and  special  meetings  of  the  Executive 
Committee  shall  be  the  same  as  for  the  Commission  as  a 
whole,  except  that  special  meetings  may  be  called  by  the 
Chair,  the  President  or  a  majority  of  the  members  of  the 
Executive  Committee. 

Section  2.     Nominating  Committee. 

a.  )   The  Commission  members  shall  appoint  a  Nominating 
Committee  which  shall  consist  of  no  less  than  three  and  no 
more  than  seven  Commissioners.     Members  of  the  Nominating 
Committee  shall  serve  one  year  terms  and  shall  select  their 
own  chairman. 

b.  )     The  Nominating  Committee  shall  present  to  the 
Commission  at  least  one  week  prior  to  any  Commission  meeting 
at  which  members  for  the  Commission  are  to  be  selected  for 
recommendation  to  the  Mayor  a  list  of  proposed  nominees.

RESOLVED,  That  the  terms  of  the  draft  Management  and  Funding  Agreement  as 
proposed  are  acceptable  to  the  Commission  and  the  President  of  the  Commission  is 
authorized  to  execute  the  Agreement  on  behalf  of  the  Commission.

Meaning  the  "flower  robe,"  the  hwarrot  is  a  wedding  robe  worn  by  brides  at  the  court  as 
well  as  brides  of  the  gentry  (yangban)  class  during  the  early  part  of  the  Choson  dynasty.  From  the 
end  of  the  dynasty,  however,  it  was  worn  by  brides  of  all  classes.  It  continues  to  be  one  of  the 
favorite  wedding  dresses  today  for  the  brides  who  want  to  have  a  traditional  wedding.  . 

Made  of  red  silk  with  blue  lining,  its  colors  symbolize  the  yin  and  yang,  feminine  and 
masculine,  and  light  and  dark  in  the  East  Asian  cosmology.  It  is  embroidered  with  auspicious 
motifs  of  flora  and  fauna.  The  most  prominent  floral  motif  is  the  lotus  and  peony  combination. 
The  lotus  was  originally  associated  with  Buddhism  but  came  to  symbolize  in  the  minds  of  ordinary 
Koreans  not  only  purity  and  rebirth,  but  also  longevity  and  good  fortune.  The  peony  represents 
wealth  and  honor.  The  two-birds  motif  alludes  to  conjugal  bliss,  while  a  bird  with  chicks 
symbolizes  many  male  offsprings.  Two  sets  of  four  character  phrases  are  embroidered  on  the  back 
of  the  robe.  They  read:  yisong  chihap;  paekbok  chiwon  meaning  "the  union  of  two  families  (is) 
the  root  of  myriad  happiness." 

This  "flower  robe"  was  embroidered  by  Mrs.  Han  Sangsu  (b.  1933)  who  is  the  Living 
Human  Asset  No.  80  ilngan  Munhwajae p'alsipho),  the  tide  she  received  in  1980  for  her 
achievement  in  traditional  Korean  embroidery.  This  robe  was  exhibited  at  theRoval  Costumes 
exhibition  which  showed  traditional  palace  costumes  worn  by  Crown  Princess  Pangja,  the 
Japanese  princess  who  married  the  the  last  Crown  Prince  of  the  Choson  Dynasty.  Mrs.  Han's 
works  are  in  collections  of  the  Onyang  Folk  Art  Museum,  Tanguk  University  Sok  Chuson 
Museum,  Cheju  Natural  History  Museum,  Ehwa  Women's  University  Museum,  Korea  (Koryo) 
University  Museum,  etc. 

Since  the  "Rower  Robe"  in  the  collection  of  the  Museum  of  Korean  Embroidery,  which 
was  shown  at  the  museum  for  the  duration  of  the  special  exhibition  of  the  Profusion  of  Colon 
Korean  Costumes  and  Wrapping  Cloths  of  the  Choson  Dynasty,  received  many  enthusiatic 
comments  from  our  viewers,  this  robe  will  undoubtedly  be  a  crowd  pleaser.  The  quality  of 
embroidery  of  this  robe  is  excellent.  This  will  be  a  welcome  addition  to  the  museum's  Korean 
textile  collection  which  began  with  purchase  of  six  wrapping  cloths  (pojagi).  It  will  be  displayed

in  the  Korean  gallery  as  soon  as  possible  and  should  be  included  in  the  projected  Korean 
handbook.

This  very  elaborate  and  elegant  hanging  is  a  birthday  gift  to  a 
high  ranking  scholar.     The  central  panel  contains  a 
congratulatory  text  in  classical  Chinese  written  in  gold  ink, 
with  names  and  ranks  of  students  and  friends  of  the  scholar,  as 
well  as  their  seals.     The  top  panel  is  embroidered  with  the  Three 
Star  Gods  and  their  attendants,  Liu  Hai,  Magu,  and  two  immortals 
in  a  landscape.     Four  of  the  Eight  Immortals  are  shown  on  the  two 
sides.  There  is  a  small  landscape  above  the  central  calligraphic 
panel,  while  below  is  a  horizontal  embroidery  of  eighteen  cranes 
(perhaps  signifying  the  eighteen  scholars)   in  an  auspicious 
landscape  of  clouds,  water,  rocks,  pine  with  creepers,  peonies, 
and  fungus  of  immortality.

The  Book  of  the  Paryusana  Festival,    (titled  Pai i osanakappasutta 
in  Prakrit,  and  Parvusanakaloasutra  in  Sanskrit) ,  is  attributed 
to  the  sage  Bhadrabahu  (fl.  300  B.C.)-       The  book  contains 
monastic  rules  of  the  Svetambara  Jaina  Canon  and  is  recited 
publicly  during  the  rainy  season  when  the  festival  took  place. 
The  sutra  consists  of  the  five-fold  obeisance,  and  is  followed  by 
the  lives  of  the  24  Tirthankaras,  and  then  the  lineage  of 
successors  to  the  ganadharas,  and  finally  the  Samacari,  rules  for 
monks  during  the  rainy  season.     Jaina  practitioners  commissioned 
numerous  Kalpa  Sutra  manuscripts  between  the  12th  and  20th 
centuries  as  pious  donations.     This  example,  however,  is 
especially  remarkable  because  it  is  a  complete  15th  century 
manuscript  and  it  has  forty  very  beautiful  illustrations.     It  is 
also  very  interesting  because  in  the  margins  of  many  of  the  pages 
there  are  commentaries  written  in  a  fine  hand. 


The  complete  manuscript  has  84  folios  and  40  are  illustrated. 
Typical  of  such  manuscripts,  the  recto  is  marked  by  one  red  dot 
in  the  middle  of  the  page  while  the  verso  has  three  red  dots. 
The  illustrations  are  in  either  one  or  two  registers  with  the 
last  painting  on  folio  84v  in  three.     The  palette  is  red,  black, 
blue,  white  and  gold  with  some  green.     There  is  no  colophon,  but 
the  style  of  the  manuscript  corresponds  to  other  examples  dated 
to  ca.   1450  A.D. 


We  are  indeed  very  fortunate  to  be  given  such  a  fine  gift  as  we 
have  only  three  loose  pages  of  Jain  manuscripts  in  the 
collection.

Paintings  on  mica  were  produced  as  a  novelty  for  the  British  in 
India  from  the  late  18th  to  the  end  of  the  19th  century.  They 
documented  Indian  life  in  terms  of  caste,  occupation,  region, 
festivals,  and  other  categories.     Apparently  originating  in  the 
north,  mica  paintings  were  made  in  Murshidabad,  Benares,  and 
Patna  in  eastern  India,  and  in  Tan j ore  and  Tricinopoly  in  the 
south. 

Mica  paintings  were  generally  created  in  ensembles  and  sold  as 
albums.     In  the  case  of  this  group,  the  original  album  pages  have 
also  survived,  and  are  inscribed  with  English  captions  describing 
subject  matter.     The  17  paintings  from  the  original  set  of  36 
include  regional  types  such  as  a  Kerala  brahmin  priest  and  his 
wife,  and  numerous  occupations  including  a  potter,  brass  maker, 
musicians,  dancing  girls,  a  merchant,  a  snake  charmer,  and  a 
soothsayer.     The  painting  style,  subject  matter,  and  inscriptions 
all  indicate  that  this  set  was  made  in  South  India,  quite 
possibly  Tan j ore.

This  thangkha  depicts  a  fierce  tantric  deity  of  the  Nyingma  sect, 
probably  a  form  of  Heruka.     The  main  figure  is  dark'  red  in  color 
with  multiple  heads  and  arms,  and  embraces  his  fierce  blue 
consort  in  vab  vum  position.     Like  other  Nyingma  Heruka  images, 
the  deity  is  winged.     Above  his  head  is  Samantabhadra ,  the  Adi- 
Buddha  of  the  Nyingma  sect.    At  proper  right  is  a  king  holding  a 
Wheel  of  the  Law;  at  left  a  Nyingma  lama  holds  a  vase  with  the 
elixir  of  life.     Below  the  main  figure  is  a  seated  female  figure 
with  a  divination  arrow  and  alms  bowl.     Behind  her,  an  ascetic 
meditates  in  the  charnal  grounds. 

The  main  deity  appears  to  be  an  unusual  form  of  Heruka.  In 
his  and  his  consort's  hands  are  circular  discs  bearing  images  of 
the  various  divine,  human,  and  animal  figures  of  the  Bardo. 
Heruka  is  a  fierce,  heroic  form  of  a  Buddha;  in  this  case  he  may 
be  a  terrific  form  of  Samantabhadra. 

This  painting,  which  dates  to  the  19th  century,  is  excellent 
and  in  very  good  condition.     The  fact  that  Nyingma  thangkas  are 
rather  rare  makes  this  piece  all  the  more  valuable.     To  date,  we 
have  less  than  five  Nyingmapa  paintings  in  the  collection.

Mr.  Murad  reiterated  Jack  Bogart's  earlier  expression  of  appreciation  for  Chong- 
Moon  Lee's  generous  contribution  to  the  Museum  and  noted  Mr.  Bogart's  dogged 
determination  resulting  in  the  magnificent  lead  gift  and  the  launching  of  the  Capital 
Campaign.

5.       Acting  Director's  Report 

Personnel  Update  -  Dr.  Sano  acknowledged  the  presence  of  Renona  Brown  and 
announced  Ms.  Brown's  agreement  to  fulfill  the  duties  of  the  Controller  until  the 
position  is  filled.  She  announced  the  appointment  of  a  new  Operations  Assistant, 
Duane  Moses,  and  noted  that  discussions  with  a  potential  Curator  of  Chinese  Art  are 
ongoing. 

Exhibitions  Update  -  Dr.  Sano  reported  that  the  Mongolia  Show  entered  its  last 
week  with  very  high  attendance  records  of  1,814  and  2,020  on  Saturday  and  Sunday, 
respectively.  She  mentioned  the  upcoming  October  27  exhibit  of  Korean  ceramics 
which  is  to  be  accompanied  by  an  exhibit,  for  the  first  time,  of  the  Great  Korean 
Screen.  Dr.  Sano  announced  a  recent  grant  made  to  the  Korean  Department  of 
$289,000  from  the  Koret  Foundation  and  noted  that  $69,000  of  that  grant  is 
designated  for  the  final  payment  of  the  Korean  Screen,  with  the  balance  going 
towards  Korean  Department  programming  for  the  next  three  years.  In  conjunction 
with  the  Japan  Society  of  Northern  California  and  in  commemoration  of  its  90th 
year,  Dr.  Sano  announced  a  display  beginning  November  9  in  the  Jewett  Gallery  of 
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the  Black  Ship  Scrolls,  a  Japanese  hand  scroll  belonging  to  the  Japan  Society  of 
Northern  California.  She  noted  the  opening  of  the  Chinese  Glass  exhibition 
scheduled  for  December  6,  with  the  catalogue  arriving  shortly. 

Membership  -  Dr.  Sano  reported  a  total  membership  of  1,630  and  noted  that 
renewals  through  the  Museum  Society  are  steady.  She  announced  that  a  membership 
committee  of  the  Foundation  Board  is  to  be  formed  to  consider  a  number  of  issues 
such  as  the  price  structure  that  the  Museum  wishes  to  maintain. 

Facilities  -  Dr.  Sano  announced  news  conveyed  by  Judy  Wilbur  of  an  approximate 
$400,000  windfall  to  the  Museum  due  to  legislation  introduced  by  Senator  Quentin 
Kopp  for  appropriations  from  a  fund  set  up  by  the  State  to  hold  penalties  paid  by  oil 
companies  that  overcharged  in  the  1970s.  At  that  time,  Judy  Wilbur  made  a  motion 
which  was  seconded  by  Alexander  D.  Calhoun  and  unanimously  carried,  proposing 
the  preparation  of  a  future  resolution  of  appreciation  for  Quentin  Kopp. 

Dr.  Sano  mentioned  the  exciting,  wonderfully  planned,  upcoming  Taiwan  trip.  She 
reported  that  the  Connoisseurs  Council  has  invited  David  Hill  to  be  the  new  Chair 
and  that  the  Council's  dinner  normally  held  in  the  Fall  will  be  postponed  until  the 
Spring.  New  programming  is  being  designed  to  attract  and  reactivate  members.  Dr. 
Sano  noted  that  the  Council  will  likely  be  worked  into  the  membership  structure  of 
the  Museum  and  that  the  strategy  is  being  looked  at  jointly  by  the  membership  and 
development  departments.  She  expressed  her  gratitude  for  the  support  of  so  many 
for  the  upcoming  Diwali  Festival  and  the  Chinese  Gala. 

With  regard  to  the  New  Asian  Project,  Dr.  Sano  thanked  Judy  Wilbur  for  her  work 
in  arranging  and  hosting  the  Monterey  trip  attended  by  several  members  of  the 
Commission,  Foundation  and  Museum  staff  and  asked  Ms.  Wilbur  to  tell  more  about 
the  trip.  Ms.  Wilbur  reported  that  Monterey  Bay  Aquarium  Director  Julie  Packard 
guided  the  group  through  a  workshop-style  tour  of  the  Aquarium  and  spoke  with 
them  about  the  conception  stage  of  the  Aquarium's  current  facility  and  the  role  the 
board  played.  She  noted  the  value  in  viewing  new  ways  of  approaching  issues  from 
traffic  flow  to  educational  programs  as  well  as  establishing  relationships  with  staff 
and  board  member  counterparts. 

6.  New  Asian  Project  Report  -  Langston  Trigg  talked  about  the  visit  from  Heather 
Maximia  and  Gayle  Lord  of  Lord  Cultural.  He  reported  that  feedback  on  the  draft 
Master  Plan  was  gathered  from  the  staff  and  that  identification  of  some  of  the  policy 
issues  that  will  guide  the  programming  and  the  space  assignments  was  made. 
Mr.  Trigg  discussed  some  of  the  steps  to  be  taken  in  architect  selection,  such  as  his 
upcoming  meeting  with  the  City  Attorney  to  discuss  the  Human  Rights  Commission 
requirements.  He  mentioned  the  forthcoming  move  of  the  Project  office  to  the  Fox 
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Plaza  in  the  Civic  Center  area  and  that  he  has  initiated  a  search  for  two  staff 
members. 

7.  '  Financial  Report  -  Renona  Brown  distributed  a  September  30,  1996  Income  & 

Expense  report.  She  also  noted  that  gift  shop  revenue  has  increased  with  Mongolia 
and  was  at  about  $76,000  in  July  and  August.

James  Murad  noted  that  based  on  Bylaws  amendments,  some  members  of  the 
Executive  Committee  are  appointed  and  some  are  seated  as  a  result  of  being  a 
standing  committee  chair.  He  stated  that  all  committees  need  to  meet  and  to 
confirm  who  current  members  are.  Mr.  Murad  said  that  although  the  chairs  of  the 
committees  can  recommend  who  their  members  will  be,  appointments  will  be  made 
by  the  Executive  Committee.  Mr.  Murad  stressed  that  Commission  Committee 
meetings  are  public  and  need  to  be  scheduled  through  and  with  Laura  Hathhorn. 

4.  Asian  Art  Museum  President's  Report 

Paul  Slawson  announced  the  particulars  of  the  annual  staff  Christmas  Party,  hosted 
by  the  Foundation  and  Commission,  and  urged  the  Trustees  and  Commissioners  to 
attend.  Mr.  Slawson  reported  that  he  had  been  working  on  three  major  issues:  the 
Master  Plan  (along  with  Langston  Trigg  and  Lord  Cultural);  the  fundraising  plan 
(with  Ann  Dabovich  and  consultant,  Jim  Feldstein)  and  the  budgets  to  guide  us  on 
the  New  Asian  Project  (budgets  to  cover  the  expenses  of  the  project  management 
office,  the  expenses  of  the  Capital  Campaign  and  expenses  related  to  the  President's 
office).  Mr.  Slawson  noted  that  he  and  Treasurer  Glenn  Vinson  feel  it  is  not 
appropriate  to  finalize  the  budgets  mentioned  until  the  Master  Plan  is  finalized  and 
the  fundraising  plan  is  in. 

5.  Director's  Report 

Dr.  Emily  Sano  asked  the  group  to  view  the  15th  Century  painting  on  display  in  the 
Classroom  which  was  a  year-end  gift  to  the  Museum  from  Commissioner  Marjorie 
Seller.  Mrs.  Seller  gave  the  painting  in  honor  of  former  Museum  Director  Rand 
Castile. 

Emily  Sano  reported  that  fundraising  efforts  for  the  Taiwan  Exhibition  have  been 
identified  solidly  —  a  net  of  $70,000  having  been  realized  from  the  Chinese  Gala. 
Those  proceeds  will  be  used  for  education  programs  and  promotion.  Dr.  Sano  also 
reported  that  a  grant  request  was  submitted  to  the  Osher  Foundation  for  $150,000 
which  is  payable  yearly  in  $75,000  increments.  Director  Sano  stated  the  importance 
of  this  exhibition  and  noted  that  San  Francisco  has  been  singled  out  as  the  only  West 
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Coast  venue  and  that  it  is  a  very  important  show  for  the  image  of  this  institution  at 
this  time  to  accomplish. 

Dr.  Sano  announced  the'  opening  that  evening  of  "A  Chorus  of  Colors:  Chinese 
Glass  from  Three  American  Collections".  She  mentioned  the  February  opening  of 
an  exhibition  of  works  by  C.C.  Wang,  an  artist  and  calligrapher  living  in  New  York. 
Dr.  Sano  noted  Mr.  Wang's  show  will  be  covered  by  the  general  exhibition  fund  and 
that  Mr.  Wang  has  agreed  to  provide  an  illustrated  brochure  for  the  show. 

Ms.  Sano  called  attention  to  a  prepared  list  of  Museum  Events  distributed  to  the 
Commissioners  and  Trustees  and  noted  the  February  opening  of  the  C.C.  Wang 
Exhibit,  the  Mingei  Japanese  Folk  Art  Exhibition  in  April,  and  the  reopening  of  the 
Southeast  Asian  Galleries  in  July.  Dr.  Sano  noted  that  October  will  be  a  busy  month 
with  the  Taiwan  opening,  the  Chusok  Gala  and  the  annual  Korean  dinner.  She 
mentioned  the  second  annual  Diwali  -  Indian  Festival  of  Lights  event  scheduled  for 
November.  Dr.  Sano  took  the  opportunity  to  express  her  great  thanks  for  the 
support  given  the  Galas  in  the  Fall. 

Dr.  Sano  announced  that  she  is  beginning  to  develop  a  job  description  for  Director 
of  Education  -  a  position  she  feels  is  necessary  to  take  on  the  challenges  of  the  new 
kinds  of  educational  programming  and  educational  efforts  that  will  be  pursued  in 
order  to  reach  the  level  of  activity  described  in  the  Master  Plan. 

Director  Sano  announced  that  Pat  Gordon  and  Ann  Witter-Gillette  have  been 
appointed  as  co-chairs  of  the  Connoisseur's  Council.  The  Connoisseur's  Council  has 
postponed  its  annual  meeting  until  February.

Adoption  of  Piazzoni  Murals  Policy  Statement 

RESOLVED,  That  the  Asian  Art  Commission  hereby  approves  the  following  Piazzoni  Murals 
Policy  Statement. 

PIAZZONI  MURALS  POLICY  STATEMENT 

The  Piazzoni  murals,  located  on  the  mezzanine  walls  of  the  old  Main  Library  (completed  in  1917), 
are  a  valuable  and  unique  asset  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco.  The  murals  were  painted 
in  the  1930s  and  40s,  with  installation  started  in  1931  and  completed  in  1975. 

In  accepting  responsibility  for  the  old  Main  Library,  the  Asian  Art  Commission  is  mindful  of  the 
need  to  safeguard  these  murals,  especially  during  the  extensive  rehabilitation  and  construction 
activities  which  will  take  place  over  the  next  four  to  five  years. 

In  a  matter  of  such  importance,  the  Commission  will  base  its  decisions  on  expert  opinion.  The 
Commission  therefore  establishes  as  its  policy,  that  the  following  actions  must  be  taken  with 
respect  to  the  Piazzoni  murals  before  the  Commission  will  have  sufficient  information  to  permit  it 
to  take  action: 

•  completion  of  the  evaluation  of  the  physical  condition  of  the  murals  by  specialists; 

•  evaluation  of  the  potential  damage  to  the  murals  arising  from  the  proposed  seismic  work, 
major  demolition  and  other  construction  activity  during  the  rehabilitation  and  construction 
period,  including  such  hazards  as  fire  and  industrial  accidents; 

•  evaluation  of  alternative  actions  to  minimize  or  eliminate  the  potential  damage; 

•  evaluation  of  the  impact  of  the  present  location  of  the  murals  on  the  use,  needs  and  operations 
of  the  Museum  and  alternative  floor  plans,  space  usage  and  mural  locations; 

•  evaluation  of  options  regarding  location  of  the  murals,  including  keeping  the  murals  in  their 
current  location,  as  well  as  relocating  them  to  other  sites;  and 

•  consultation  with  the  San  Francisco  Art  Commission  and  other  appropriate  entities  with 
respect  to  the  protection  and  preservation  of  the  murals. 

The  Commission  expects  to  have  an  architect,  one  of  several  consultants  needed  to  provide  the 
above  information,  selected  toward  the  end  of  calendar  year  1996.  It  is  anticipated  that  the 
consultants  will  require  some  five  to  six  months  to  conduct  appropriate  studies  and  to  work  with 
the  other  experts  to  provide  facts  and  formulate  recommendations.  The  Asian  Art  Commission 
expects  to  be  in  a  position  to  make  an  informed  decision  with  respect  to  the  murals  some  time  in 
the  second  quarter  of  1997.

Government's  duty  is  to  serve  the  public,  reaching  its  decisions  in  full  view  of  the  public. 
Commissions,  boards,  councils  and  other  agencies  of  the  City  and  County  exist  to  conduct  the 
people's  business.  This  ordinance  assures  that  deliberations  are  conducted  before  the  people 
and  that  City  operations  are  open  to  the  people's  review. 

For  more  information  on  your  rights  under  the  Sunshine  Ordinance  (Chapter  67  of  the  San 
Francisco  Administrative  Code)  or  to  report  a  violation  of  the  ordinance,  contact  the  Sunshine
